The Narrative of his DeteFton. 


Aving our eares much beaten with the confident re- 

port of a converted Tew, called Toſepb Ben Iſrael, bapti- 

zed ar Hexbam, very ſoon after his comming over into Eng» 
land, though notoriouſly guiltie of very many grolſle lies; 
induſtrioully plotted, as himſelf confefled, for che carrying 
on of his Popiſh Defigne, but yet we have ſome grounds to 
ſuſpeQ that this might be the ſame perſon that upon his 
firtt Ianding at Newcaſtle, was with one of us under the 
name of Thomas Horſley born at Newcaſtle; it was deſired by 
a deare friend of ours, yet delpded by him, that heemight 
come to Newcaſtle to cleare himſelfe frem theſe deviliſh for- 
eeries laid to-his charge: Whereupon the 21 day of Izne 
1653. hee with the Adminiſtrator came to Neweeſile, and

Daw/o2r houſe, whither we were invited to come to ſtft out 
the truth, and to.that purpoſe ſuch were ſent for as could 
fully informe about that matter. viz. Chrif#opbir Shadforth

Ho faith, that he is Maſter of the good Ship called 
the Flizzbeth of Newcaſtle, and that in Aprill laſt, 
being with the ſaid Ship at Hamberough, and being wpon 
the Exchange or Buſſe with the Eng!:iſh Merchant there, 
one who gave himfſelfe the name of Thomas Horſley, who 
had been with Door Elborowgh, the Engliſh Miniſter, was 
likewiſe wick the ſaid Engliſh Merchant, upon the faid Ex- 
change or Bufſe z And he further ſaith, That the ſaid Hor/- 
ley being in excremitie and necefſitie, did make his wants 
known tothe ſaid Do&or E'borowgh, letting the ſaid DoQor 
know he was an Engliſh-man, and borne in Newcaftie, and 
had ſome friends there; and further, that he had been at 
Rome, and did not approve of their DoQtrine there, but de« 
fired to be in his Native Countrey. Upon all this Infor- 
mer was informed, the ſaid Engliſh Merchant gave him to- 
wards his reliefe ten Dollars, and wichall made way wich 
MreHecſteccer, the Informers chicte loader, to bring the ſaid 
Horſley as Paſſenger for NewesFfte, which at his requeſt the 
Informer granted ; andin their paſſage hither,the ſaid Horſe. 
ley being Sea-ſtck, did confefle to the Informer, that he had 
beene under the Order of the Pope, as a Benedi& Fryer at 
Roeexe, and that his conſcience there accuſed him, which 
made 
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made him eſcape and fly from chence, and withall told this 
Informer, that there were many Jeſuits in England which 
were imployed by the Pope to ſeduce the people there ; and 
in {hiney they had ſeduced moſt of the people there, for 
which the Pope had received very large preſents & thankes; 
& that he the ſaid Horſley was to have bin imployed forEnge 
landupon the like ſervice, and ſhould have taken upon hin 
the imployment of a Taylor; but his conſcience accufing 
him as aforeſaid, diſliked that ſervice, andſocame avvay as 
aforeſaid; but vvichall he ſaid,there vvere a great many im« 
ployed in that ſervice in England,vvho vvent under the no+ 
tion of Handicraftſmen and others, and that when he came 
there he vyvould diſcover them; and vvichall told this In- 
former, that the manner of their working with the-people 
was, for Libertie and free-Will, and after to bring them to 
the notion ofa Congregation or Church,and after to Ana» 
baptiſme,and then they were tyed not to fall off from that 
worſhip, which was as much as they ſought afcer, and all 
they delired ; And this Informer fucther ſaich,that the ſaid 
Horſley told him, that in his paſſage berweene Rome & Hem- 
borough, he was taken by ſome Souldiers, and ſuppoſed to 
be a Jew, and had Swines-fleſh given himito eat,the which 
to cleare himſelfe that he was no Jew, did eat thereof, and 
that after hee wa* come to Hamboroxwgh, hee went to the 
Cloyſter at Lainitraigne, but pretended as he ſaid onely to 
ſe faſhions, and durit not diſcover himſelfe that he was 
come from Rome, for feare of being ſent back againe. And 
he further ſaith, That che one & twentiech day of April laſt, 
the ſaid Hor fley as Paſſenger from aboard his Ship at Sbeeles, 
in the Port or River of Tize, put himſelte inco a Boat or 
wherry with two Merchants Paſſengers who came all up to 
Neweaſile cogether ; and further ſaith not. |

tor ſo the Adminiſtrator was ſome yeers {ince,as be himſelf 
hath acknowledged ; as alſo, that this pretended Jew could 
not write true Eng/iſh, though it was proved he haddone 
it in the Ship, with, which anſwer we being no way fatisfi- 
ed, ſti] prefſed that he might ſpeake for himſeltfe, which he 
cunnivegly avoided by Jeſuited principles, leaving them to 
anſwer for him, whom he ſaw readie enough to do itupon 
all occaſions; whereupon another where pleading for him, 
confidently affirmed, that beeanſe the Femes could pronounce 
S$hibboleth . therefore they could fpeake perfect Engiiſb,a perilous 
argument, to,which we thought {leighting a lufficient re. 
turne;but ill begging them to be iiJent that truth might be 
diſcovered, we prefſed him againe to ſpeake, and then hee

H-bſon; tor why? ſeeing he pretended'to come over for 
Conſcience, ſhould hee ſo fpeedily hafte out of Towne , 
having beene courteoully entertained, and particularly by 
one of ut,and delired to come again for further conference 3 
yet that very night he went out of the Towne onwards in 
his way to Lieut. Col. Hobſon; the cauſe he pretended was, 
he could get no lodging in the Towne, but upon his de- 
teQion he acknowledged he had beard much of the Leiutenant 
Colonell at Rome, and bad made inquirie after bim at Ham- 
borough, by which information he thoughe him-a man fre 
for bz purpoſe, with whom he lived about a Month,and after 
by him was commended to the Adminiſtrator at Hexham, 
who wichin a few dyes baptized him, as himſelf affirmes in 
his Animadverſions upon this falſe Tewes Declaration in 
the preſence of fome hundreds, accompanying him to the 
River Tine, 

Thirdly, our jealouſte arifing higher chen ever, we fur 
ther inquired whether he was not upon his firſt landing at 
the Houfe of Anne Horſley in Newcaſtle, under the Name of 
Thomas Hor ſly, where he pointing to a doore in the Houſe 
ſaid, there was the Cloſet he uſed to lay his Bookes In, for 
as it now appeares,he with his father had formerly lodged 
in that houſe; as alſo he told them of the houſe, of her 
Daughter whodid ſtutter, and asked for her and one Alice 
Browne, with others, all which did evidence to us he was 
certainly no Jew borne, which the Adminiftrator ftiÞ with 
much confidence affirmed him to be; being preſſed how a 
Native Jew, and never in England before, could know ſo 
exaQly theſe particulars in a private family,his evaſion was, 
he learned them of one Ramſey in Florence, 8 from the Sea-+ 
men in his comming over, and therefore teined himſelfe to 


| be Horſley, to avoid the Lawes of England againſt the Jews, 


though 


ſpoke broken Engliſh in 4 liſping way; whereupon we were 
- more unſatisfied then ever, one of as having heard him tn 
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though we told him notwithitanding theſe Lawes he could 
not be ignorant,thac a true converted Jew might have much 
freedome and entertainment in England; wheretore wee 
charged him againe with his deligne of carcying on lyes,to 
which the Adminiftrator preſently replyed for him, #b3t the 
Tewes thought nothing to be fin but Idolawry and muriher, when 
tife was in dz8»g-r, which we perceiving that it ftrengchened 
him in lyes,charged him more deeply ; whereupon the Ad 
*:inifirator told us very axgerly, that be jaw then as be ſtood, the 
bitterneſs of his ſoule, and tbe broakenneſſe of bu b:art for thoſe 
things, and that we did not Chriſtianly to preſje it ſo much upon 
him, which the pretended Iew hearing, with a feined indige 
nation threatned, ſuch hard nſsge would mike him go back to 
hu Couatrey, and write to the confuſion of all Chriftanity ; at 
which expreſſion we were perſwaded he was a perfe& Chear, 
and that though the Adminiſtrator called him an angell of 
God, it was by one of us faid to him, hee was an angell of 
darkneſſe, as alio that he was a wile wretch, and abominably 
deluded to thinke that the Kingdome of Jeſus Chriſt could 
ſotffer by ſuch a one as hee; which words made one of his 
Defendants to fuſpe& him to be a Counterfeit. - 

Fonrthly, that which more ſtrengthened us, and wherein 
welſee now a more then ordinarie hand of God, was the 
comming in of a Towneſman with two Letters, one to 
kimſelfe from Miſtris Ramſey, Wife to Door K in 
Scotland, and another to this perſon, in which the calls him 
Son, ſaying, that bis F ather having received « Letter from bim 
wnder thename of Thomas Horſley, knew it was bis writing 
though under a falſe name ; upon which we asked him if hee | 
had written to that Doftor Remfſey, which he confeſſed he 
had done in the Name of Thomas Horſley, concerning Mr. 
Ramſey his Son whom he had ſeene in Florence; whereupon 
we asked him why Miſtris Ramſey ſhould write to her Son 
at Newcsftle, and perfwade him ſo earneſtly to come home 
though never ſo poorez to which indeed he cou'd anſwer 
nothing pertinently, but defired to goe afide with the Ads 
miniftrator; what paſſed betwixt them we know not, but 
for our parts that remained in the roome, we were abum

niftrators boldnefi and bolſtering xp this Comnterfeit wich his 
anſwers for him- | 
We had almoſt forgot to acquaint the Reader with ſome 
paſſages very obſervable , one maine argument which was 
triumpbingly urged before the diſcoverie of this counterfeit 
Tex by a Stickler on his behalfe was this; did we ever beare or 
read of az Emiſſery from Rome, that ſubmitted to their Ordi» 
wence of Baptiſme ? our anſwer was, though wee could not 
name a perſon, yet we queſtioned not to carry on their De- 
ligne they would doe any thing, bur for that way of re- 
1 beprizingsthey looked n10t upon it as an Ordinance of Chriſt, and 
ſo its no wonder he could fo eafily cloſe with ic, and ſince

the age of twenty two yeares, borne at Londsr, 
inthe Pariſh of Saint Dunſftane neere Temple» Barre, of Scot- 
zifo Pare:ts, DoRor Alexander Ramſey Phylitian, being his 
Father and now in Scotlend;. and being pether examined 
how long he lived with his Father,he faich, till he was fix- 
reene yeares old, and then was (ent by his Father to London 
co ſome friends there, and after a few Moneths time, was 
ordered by his Father for Roterdanm: in Holand, to his Kinl- 
man Mr. Alexender Petree Miniſter, to Rudy at the Univer 
ſitic at Leyden if he thought meet ; but his Uncle not chink- 
ing it good he ſhould follow his ſtudy there, commended 
him to his Father in Scotland, who ſent him to the Univer- 
lity at Glsſco, where he remained a yeare ſtudying Philo- 
ſophie and the Greek Janguage,and by reaſon of the plague 
he removed thence to the Colledge at Ediaburg, where hee
